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Man Held on Marder Charge 
As Police Check Story of 


Daughter In Fight Today 
SUICIDE PHASE OF 


SHOOTING SIFTED 
IN HEARING HERE 


Couple Fight for Gun Early 
This Morning As Wife 
Fatally Shot 








Held in the Upland city jail on 
a murder charge is Francisco G. 
Castriuta, Rochestra Mexican, 
while deputy sheriffs and repres- 
entatives of the district attorney 
are investigating circumstances 
and the story o fa seven year 
old daughter. Killed in a scuffle 
with a gun shortly after 5 o'clock 
this morning was the wife of the 
accused and mother of two girls. 

The little daughter related to 
officers at noon that her mother 
shot herself. Mrs. Josephine Mor- 
ales, a neighbor, said that che 
woman’s dying words were ‘Call 
a doctor I am hurt.” 

Ed Doyle, deputy county cor- 
oner, said that the woman's gar- 
ments lacked powder burns, an 
{ndication to him that the gun 
was some distance from her body 
when it was fired. 

Castriuta told authorities he 
was out all night and on his re- 
turn this morning, his wife se+ 
verely scolded him and declared 
she was going to take the child- 
ren and leave. The husband re- 
ported that he told his wife she 
could go but that the girls were 
going to stay with him. 

The mother went to a trunk, 
Castriuta relatel, he thinking she 
was going to get clothing but the 
husband said she came back at 
him with a gun. He grabbed it 
from her, he said, and she snatch- 
ed it back and then killed her- 
self. 

The man’s story corrobrates 
the account related by the little 
girl. 

After an investigation this 
morning, Mr. Doyle reported to 
his office that had the woman 
fired the gun, powder burns 
would have shown on the body 
and would have been very appar- 
ent on her clothing. He said only 
very faint powder stains on the 
clothing were evident. 

The couple and their children 
resided in the Santa Fe work- 
men’s camp near ‘the railway 
main line, the father being a 
laborer for the railway company. 
He is 33 years of age.

Local Water Co. May Be Ask- 
ed Again for Use of 
Land as Site
